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The membership of the Oceania Confederation has increased 
by 25 percent — Australia has rejoined the fold. 

At the same meeting ASF chief Sir Arthur George became the 
Confederation’s president. 

All this should make Australian soccer fans jump with joy — 
but most took the news phlegmatically, if they took it at all. 

And no wonder: deep in their hearts they know, as we do, that 
the Oceania Confederation is hardly more than a parochial ss 
comedy. ‘ 

With the membership consisting of Australia, New Zealand, 

Fiji and Papua New Guinea, it lacks numbers, muscle; know-how 
and even targets. 

The agitation to rejoin this pathetic little organisation has 
been puzzling, to say the least. 

We were members once — and never even played the other 
teams of the Confederation. 

But anyway, even without membership we could play them as 
often as we wish — but we don’t wish; Papua New Guinea or Fiji 
would draw 200 spectators in Sydney or Melbourne and New 
Zealand maybe twice that. 

The main argument for the return has been that through this 
move Oceania and Australia will have a “voice” at FIFA. 

Let’s be honest about it: FIFA is run by Europe and South 
America and the others are merely well treated, dined and wined 
observers. 

Now that we are back, the others, notably Fiji and Papua New 
Guinea, will expect leadership, fresh ideas and all sorts of = 
assistance from Australia. * 

~€an we provide any of these when we ourselves are. facing 
innumerable problems with the task of yanking the game out of its 
ossitied position? 

It would have been infinitely wiser to renew attempts to join 
the large and active Asian Conference which once rejected our 
approaches. 

There we could have entered the mainstream of Asian soccer 
— tournaments and cups for national teams and club sides. 

Our soccer future — indeed, Australia’s future — is tied to { 
Asia; the sooner we admit this the swifter we can make the = 
necessary adjustments. 

We have nothing at all to benefit from an Oceania 
Confederation whose other members are even smaller and weaker 
than we are — except perhaps the dubious glory of leading them. 

Whether we are in Oceania or not, FIFA will still lump us 
together with the Asian countries in all future World Cup 
elimination series; Oceania on its own will never be allowed to 


As we predicted two weeks ago, Marconi and 
Sydney City have started to draw away from an 
ordinary looking field in the Philips League.

“Kh lot of people say that State 
League teams haven't got enough 
skill, and that we just use the 
ground situation as an excuse, 
but whenever a State team 
manages to play on a good sur- 
face, they can play some enter- 
taining, bright soccer. 

“4 know that Ku-ring-gai’s 
players @lways play 100 per cent 
better on a level, soft pitch, where 
they know the ball will go along 
the floor in a straight line-without 
rearing up suddenly ‘over a 
bump,” Frank added. 


“The Manly club has recently 
become concerned over the lack 


of understanding between re- 


ferees and players as to what is

allowed and what 
matches. 

To try and sort out the problem 
Manly president George Dick has 
arranged for one of Sydney's top 
referees to address the Manly 
players on the laws. ‘We have 
been stunned by some of the in- 
consistencies in referees’ de- 
cisions lately, and we want to 
know what the basis is for those 
tulings.

Gerd Muller and Bayern Munich 
have parted company after a 
\Syear association, with the 
player joining Fort Lauderdale 
Strikers. Things turned sour for 
the 33-year-old record-breaking 
striker and following a row with 
team-boss Csernai (who substitut- 
ed Der Bomber for the first time 
ever, apart from when he was in- 
jured) Muller asked for his con- 
tract to be cancelled. ; 

Gerd claimed he had no respect 
for his manager and placed the 
matter in the hands of his 
solicitors. Muller had already an- 
nounced that he would leave 
Bayem at the end of the season, 
but wanted to leave sooner if 
possible .. . and has done. 

Gerd Muller is arguably the 
most lethal striker cf all time. In 
his*63 internationals he scored 68 
goals, incredible when you realise 
they were scored against quality 
opposition as the Germans ruled 
world soccer. 

There have been 34 clubs in 
the Bundesliga and Gerd has 
scored against 31 of them, totall- 
ing 365 goals in just over 406 
matches. His favorite opponents

Muller doesn’t hold is the number 
of goals in a Bundesliga game; his 
namesake, Dieter of 1.FC 
Cologne, has that distinction with 
six of the best. Overall, Dieter, 25, 
is. 250 goals behind Gerd in the 
goal-chart. 

Gerd has scored five goals on 
five occasions and four goals 
twice. 

Even this season, despite his 
troubles, Muller is high in the goal 
list and it is sad that the Bayern 
fans took to booing the player 
who has won so many matches 
for them.
